USING STARCH. 


The Proper Decree of St l f sew Pop 
Different Materia la. 
Starch is used in laundry work foe 
stiffening muslin, lace, linen and cot­ 
ton materials. 
It improves the ap­ 
pearance of clothes and also enables 
them to resist the action of dust, and 
they in consequence keep clean longer 
than when they are quite limp. 
The 
degree of stiffness necessary enables 
the laundress to decide as to which is 
the better starch to use, hot or cold 
water starch. 
As a rule, It Is better to use hot wa­ 
ter starch for muslins, laces, prints, 
table linen and cotton underwear. 
It 
not only makes the clothes less stiff 
and more agreeable to wear or use, but 
it makes them look clearer than when 
cold water starch is used. 
Except in 
the case of muslins and print dresses 
this starch is seldom used In its full 
strength, but it is diluted to a degree 
varying according to the quality of 
material to be starched and also to the 
stiffness required. 
Usually a thin ma­ 
terial requires a thicker starch than 
one of a thicker make. 
The following may be considered 
average 
proportions 
of 
hot 
water 
starch to be used for different kinds of 
material: 
Muslins, print blouses and skirts, 
white or colored underskirts, babies' 
robes and Dutch bonnets are, as a 
rule, stiffened in full strength starch. 
It is better to starch only the lower 
two-thirds of underskirts, leaving the 
upper part soft to cling to the figure. 
Babies' dresses should always have 
the bodices less stiff than the skirts. 
For print pinafores, aprons, muslin 
handkerchiefs and common laces equal 
parts of starch and water give a very 
good stiffness. 
The starch for table linen and pillow 
slips if diluted to one-fourth of Its 
strength gives the necessary degree of 
stiffness. 
Frills of pillow slips are usually 
starched In thicker starch. Underwear, 
unless wished specially stiff, is done 
In starch reduced to about one-fifth of 
Its strength. 


STEAMED POTATOES. 
S«« 


Properly Cooked, They Are WMH** 
Mealy and X afrit Iou*. 
The potato is, on the whole, the most 
valuable of all our vegetables, since in 
nutritive value it stands next to wheat. 
When we consider how universally the 
potato is used in this country, a large 
proportion of our people deriving their 
chief sustenance from this plant we 
have as yet made little advance in the 
art of preparing this most useful veg­ 
etable for our tables. 
We boil and 
bake potatoes. 
Beyond this the cook­ 
ing of this most valuable of all roots 
Is comparatively unknown. We com­ 
mit, moreover, several cardinal errors 
in boiling potatoes. We very frequent­ 
ly find them on our tables nearly ruin­ 
ed, unpalatable and waterlogged. The 
most nutritious part, which lies Just 
under the skin, is thrown away in peel­ 
ing. 
If young and tender, take off the sur­ 
face skin by scrubbing with a stiff 
brush; if old, scrape with a blunt knife. 
It is never best to let them remain In 
contact with the boiling water. 
The 
best way Is to place a quart of water 
in the kettle, cover with a steamer and 
put over a brisk fire. When the water 
bolls, put the potatoes in the steamer, 
the largest at the l>ottom, boil briskly 
until done, then remove the steamer 
lid, fold a clean towel, cover the po­ 
tatoes, first sprinkling a small tea­ 
spoonful of salt over them. In five min­ 
utes they will Is? white and mealy—a 
feast for hungry people. — Brooklyn 
Eagle.

So many people find it hard to keej 
their kitchen floors In good condition 
that methyl may help them. 
Wash 
with soda and water. After sprinkling 
about a heaping teaspoonful of soda oh 
any grease spots pour boiling watejr 
over it, then take a mop and wipe up 
the whole floor. This Is far more satis­ 
factory than scrubbing, for it will take 
out grease spots without the use of 
“elbow grease." This will also keep 
the floor snowy white.

REFORMED ATHLETICS

faculty of the University of W iscon­ 
sin has again taken a firm stand for 
athletic reform by rejecting the modi­ 
fications to last 
year’s 
regulations 
proposed at the recent conference of 
the “Big Nine” held at Chicago. 
At 
its meeting the faculty voted unani­ 
mously to reject the new regulataion 
which let down the bars set up last 
year. 
It decided against extending 
the schedule for football from five to 
seven games as recently 
proposed. 
The proposition to permit students 
to play for four years instead of three 
was also rejected. 
The present rule 
barring freshman from all intercol­ 
legiate sports is to be continued in 
preference to the proposed 
change 
permitting first year students to take 
part in intercollegiate games other 
than football, baseball and track ath ­ 
letics. 
No action was taken at this 
meeting on the suggestion that foot­ 
ball practice in all institutions begin 
on Sept. 20 regardless of lite date of 
the opening of the academic year.
